Classroom  Teachers 
Urged  to  Instruct 
For  Future  Needs 

Mr,  Paul  Green,  Director  of 
Teacher  Education  and  Certifica¬ 
tion  of  the  Missouri  Department 
of  Education,  spoke  lo  the  Class¬ 
room  Teachers,  faculty  and  stu¬ 
dents  of  the  college  in  an  assem¬ 
bly  at  9:50,  Thursday.  June  12. 

Mr.  Green  pointed  to  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  qualified  teachers  for  the 
children  of  the  future.  Mr.  Green 
stated,  that  all  too  often  teachers 
are  not  prepared  to  Instruct  tlielr 
students  hi  die  fields  they  tlicm- 
selves  profess  to  have  mastered. 
He  also  brought  to  tlie  surface 
cne  of  these  facts  that  is  so  often 
overlooked;  that  is,  that  teaching 
is  a  profession  and  not  merely  a 
stop  over  between  brighter  out¬ 
looks  for  tlie  future.  Mr.  Green 
Slated,  “teaching  i.s  a  profession 
and  like  any  profession  must  be 
undertaken  by  dedicated  persons 
Interested  in  the  present  and  fu¬ 
ture  welfare  of  our  country.” 

Is  your  teaching  sound?  Is  your 
teaching  wortliwliilo?  Docs  your 
teaching  bring  out  tlie  .spiritual 
values  and  tlie  qualities  of  a  good 
citizen.  These  were  the  remarks 
v/ith  which  Mr.  Green  brought  his 
message  to  a  close.
